So far as the results have been figured out 
they tend to show that the better grade of 
macadamized roads and highways which 
have been treated in a similar manner will 
be cut to pieces by fast moving motor cars 
in a comparatively short time if left dry, 
while the surface will be preserved almost 
indefinitely if a good system of oiling is 
used and kept in operation.

Persistent in Demands. 


With scarcely a tremor in his voice he swore 
w these two men visited bim day after 
day, exacting the utmost dollar; how they 
threatened and cajoled, fought and fumed, 
until his nerves were shattered by the strain 
of complying with their demands, and his 
hand trembled until he was hardly able te 
produce any more forgeries. 
Hardly a week went by in all the four years 


who knew his secret did not visit hig office 
and insist upon getting their money, 
Except for a small amount these men have 
been paid back the §400,000 which Van Vlis- 
singen originally got from them on forged 
notes and mortgages. order to pay them 
back, and to keep up an ‘appearance of pros- 
perity, so that others might not become cog- 
nizant of his peculations, Van Viis- 
singen during these four years issued some- 
thing more than §1,000,000 worth of bogus 
securities. These he disposed of as rapidly 
as he could and the mohey went at the rate 
of nearly $4,000 a week to repay Rosenfeld 
and Rosenberg, according to his testimony. 


Accused Men Are Prominent. j 
Maurice Rosenfeld was formerly a director 
in the Chicago National bank, and the Equi- 
table Trust company and Home Savings 
bank, the defunct institutions of John R. 
Walsh. He was a county commissioner in 
1900, and once sprang into prominence by 
refusifig to accept his salary in that office 
for five months while he was out of the city. 
He has also been a director in the United 
Hebrew charities. His brother-in-law, Bern- 
hard Rogenberg, also has been quite promi- 
nent in the business world, and each of the 
men is reputed to be worth $1,000,000. 

When seen in their offices, after Van Vlis- 
singen had told his story of their participa- 
tion in his crime, both refused to discuss the 
matter. 

We have nothing to say,“ said Mr. Rosen- 
feld. ‘‘ We refer you to our attorney, Lessing 
Rosenthal.“ 


Nothing at All to Say. 

But Mr. Rosenthal refuses to say any- 
thing Ke was told. Do you wish to have 
Mr. Van Viissingen’s story related without 
any denfal from vou?“ : 

We have nothing to say,“ was the only 
answer that could be obtained. 

Lessing Rosenthal could not be induced to 
make a statement. “I have instructed my 
clients not to talk, and I will not talk. The 
story told by Mr. Van Vlissingen is false, 
and when the time comes we will talk, but not 
now. We will have something to say later.” 

Pressed for some more specific denial, Mr.

Viissingen was instigated to tell this story 
to help him to get out of prison. 


Tells Story to Referee. 

There were few preliminaries when Mr: 
Van Vlissingen took the stand in Referee 
Wean's room. He launched almost at once 
into the story of how he had been trapped 
into confessing the forgeries to Rosenfeld 
and Rosenberg. He told how in the latter 
part of 1904 auditors in looking over the se- 
curities held by thes® men not only for their 
own estates, but for others, had discovered 
that a release had been filed by Van Vlis- 
singén on certain property for which they 
held a mortgage to secure certain notes. 

Rosenfeld asked for an explanation. Van 
Viissingen professed to believe it was a mis- 
take and promised to straighten the matter 
out in two or three days, 


Says He Confessed in 1904. 

Having gained a short respite, he tried to 
raise enough money to repay the loan, but 
was unsuccessful. Rosenfeld. losing patience, 
threatened to bring foreclosure suits, which 
would have exploded the whole scheme, and 
Van Viissingen said he was forced into a cor- 
ner and confessed his crime. That was in 
December, 1904. 

“I told him if he would not do anything 


I could,”’ declared Van ‘/lissingen. ‘‘ We had 
several conferences lasting over two or three 
days. 

„ told both Mr. Rosenfeld and Mr. Rosen- 
berg exactly what I had been doing, and I told 
them, too, that if they exposed me they would 
not get 5S cents on the dollar for the amount 
they held in forged paper, as all the property 
I had in the world did not amount to more 
than $50,000, They held $400,000 of the forged 
paper. 

“TI agreed with both of them that I would 
repay them at the rate of about $4,000 a week, 
that is, some weeks I would not be able to pay 
that much, but other weeks I could pay more, 
go that the average would be about that 
amount, and that I would continue those pay- 
ments until the whole amount had been paid | 
oft.

PLATS WRECKED; STORE AFIRE 


Man Killed, Seore Hurt in Wa- 
bash Avenue Explosion. 


FLAMES IN BROWNING-KING’S 


State Street Packed, Excitement in 
Hotels, and Loss Is $60,000. 


— 


Troubles came thick and fast for Chicago 
firemen and policemen on the south side last 
night. While more than thirty-five. fire 
companies were fighting a $50,000 blaze in the 
store of Browning, King & Co. at 191 and 198 
State street, a terrific explosion of gas, 
gasoline, or of some high explosive wrecked 
the flat building at 1927 to 1083 Wabash ave- 
nué,killing one man and injuring a score df 
occupants. 

Three firemen were overcome by smoke at 
the downtown blase, and carried out by their 
comrades. There was no, fire to fight at 
the scene of the explosion, the efforts of the 
firemen being put forth in searching the 
ruins for victims.

Roar Heard Blocks Away. 

The explosion happened at 11:35 in the 
„RID Electric company bicycle and repair 
shop, owned by L. E. Ross and H. Dean. 
Its force wrecked the entire building, tear- 
ing out the main stairway and shattering 
the windows of the buildings across the 
street. 

The roar of the explosion was heard for 
geveral blocks, and Patrolman George Clancy 
ran to the scene and then turned in an 
emergency call to the Twenty-second street 
police station, Patrol wagons, ambulances, 
and an engine company hurried to the scene

to care for the injured. The demolition of 


the stairway left little chance for the oc- 
eupants of the building to escape, and they 
were helped from the windows and down lad- 
ders by the firemen. 

When all the occupants of the building 
had been taken out the injured were carried 


into the rooming house at 1925 Wabash ave- 
nue, and were e emergency treatment 


by Dr. W. W. Hoyt, who heard the ex- 
plosion, and hurried to the scene. 

There was no indication of a fatality until 
firemen began clearing away the wreck- 
age in the first flat above the repair shop, 
where Mullens lived with the family of 
James Alloway. Then the body was dis- 
covered and was lifted out through a win- 
dow and carried down a ladder to the ground. 


Men Thrown Across Street. 

The force of the explosion threw two men, 
E. C. Kelley of Evanetonj and Irving Luke, 
who were on the opposite side of the street. 
Kelley was 6lightly behind his companion 
| and received the full force of the aboc 

n against a cur with su 
force as to render him unconscious. A fire- 
man found him lying in the gutter and as- 
sisted him to the emergeney hospital in the 
rooming house. 

The explosion drew scores of people to the 
scene, and firemen worked to keep the crowd 
beyond the Hmits of danger. The odor of es- 
caping gas filled the air, and a second ex- 
plosion was feared until a courageous fire- 
man entered the basement and shut off the 
gas. 


Lieut. Keleher of the Twenty-second street | 


station arrived with the first wagon load of 
policemen and took charge of the rescue 
work. He expressed the belief that the ex- 
ploston resulted from gasoline, augmented 
by gas. 

Fire Marshal Horan inspected the scene 
of the disaster and expressed the belief that 
the explosion resulted from some high ex- 
plosive rather than from gas. He pointed out 
that no fire followed the explosion. The po- 
lice will make a further Investigation today. 

The damage to the ag n is estimated at 
$50, 000. 

Loss Placed at $50,000 

The fire in the Browning, King & Co. store 
threateged for a time to spread to other 
structures in the vicinity. The blaze was 
extinguished only after a hard fight. Sev- 
‘eral firemen were rescued from the basement 
by companions who groped their way through 
the smoke filled store. 

The fire started shortly after 11 o’clock 
and spread rapidly to the first floor. Before 
the arrival of the first of the responding fire- 
men flames were shooting above the heavily 
laden tables on the first floor, and thousands 
of home going theater patrons crowded the 
street to see the men at work. 

While the blaze was at its height members 
of engine No. 13 became separated in the 
basement and a relief company was sent to 
their rescue. Led by Capt. Michael Kerwin 


“of engine No. 32 several firemen forced their 


way to the basement and found two men 
vainly trying to reach the air. A minute 
later four more men were found groping 
their way to the street and were given assist- 
ance. 

„ There are still firemen down there,“ 
gasped Edward Walsh as he was helped to 
the sidewalk. ‘‘ They can't live much longer 
in that smoke.“

Kerwin Makes Three Trips. 

While several firemen stood ready to.offer 
him assistance Capt. Kerwin made a second 
trip, and a moment later emerged carrying 
the unconscious form of Samuel Wilson. He 
again entered and m reappeared with 
Capt. Frank Oswald, Who had led the men 
into the basement on their arrival. Capt. 
Oswald was given attention by a physician 
and taken to his residence. Joseph Deich- 
man and Thomas Neary, pipemen of the 
engine company, also were found uncon- 
scious in the basement and carried to the 
open air. 9. 

The cause of the blaze is not known but it 
is thought crossed electric wires may have 
veen responsible. The fire assumed threat - 
ening proportions and a general alarm was 
sounded by Marshal Seyferlich, who was one 
of the first Gremen on the scene. Traffic in 
State street was blocked for more en i an 
hour. 

“The blaze was bad ences and for a time 
it looked as if we were going to have a hard 
fight,” said Marshal Horan’ “ The damage 
will be largely a smoke one, for the fire did 
not reach above the first floor. I hardly 
think the loss will go far above $50.000.”

BEIRUT, April 27.—Latest advices received 
here show little improvement in conditions 
throughout the disturbed regions of Asiatic 
Turkey. Every day adds to the sufferings 
of the refugees and to the death list. A dis- 
patch from Adana says the fires have been 
extinguished, but there is great fear of fur- 
ther incendiarism. The American mission 
byiidings, the Catholic sisters’ school, and 
one Gregorian church have been saved. The 
Jesuit and Armenian Catholic and Protestant 
churches and schools have been burned. 
Twenty thousand persons are destitute and 
there are few supplies of any kind. Doctors 
have been sent to the town from Beirut and 
Tarsus. 

Hadjin still is besieged. It has withstood 
several attacks made upon it from the moun- 
tain tops. All of the American missionaries 
in that town were safe up to last night. No 
pacha word has been received from em to- 

ay 

Beirut is quiet and announcement of the 
succession of Mehemmed Reshed Effendlas 
sultan was well received tonight. Aintab is 
apprehensive and unsettled. 


‘Many Killed Near Latakia. 
LATAKIA, Syria, April 27.—Five thousand 
refugees are quartered here, having come in 
from Kersal and other points in the district 
north of Latakia, where the Turks have killed 
many Armenians. The massacres first broke 
out on April 23, when thousands of Turks 
swept down upon the Armenian sections of 
the town of Kersal and other places, burning 
all the buildings, killing many of the men, 
and driving others to the mountains. 

Many of these eventually reached Latakia. 
All were in wretched condition. Although 
the governor of Latakia and the missions are

ADANA, Asiatic Turkey [via Constanti- 
nople ]. April 27.—The Rev. Herbert Adams 

Gibbons of Hartford, Conn., a missionary, 

was a witness of the scenes of terror and de- 

struction at the center of the Moslem up- 

rising. He gives the first graphic story of 

the series of massacres, rapine, and incen- 

diarism. 

“The entire vilayet of Adana has been 

visited during the last five days by terrible 

massacre of Armenians, the worst ever 

known. The government is powerless to 

check the disorders. Adana has been the 

storm center. 
Early last Wednesday morning, while I 

was in the market, I noticed the Armenians 

were closing their shops and hurrying to their 
homes. An Armenian and a Turk had been 

killed during fhe night and the corpses were 


“paraded through their respective quarters. 


The sight of the dead inflamed the inhabit- 
ants, and crowds at once began to gather in 
the streets armed with sticks, axes, and 
knives. A few young Armenians assemblic¢ 
in the center of the covered market and be- 
gan firing revolvers into the air. By 11 
o'clock in the morning the crowd had begun 
the looting of shops. | „ .

INSULL REPLIES ‘ABSURD’ 


Says Passage or Defeat of Meas- 
ure Before Assembly Means 
Nothing to Company. 


The row between the trustees of the sani- 
tary district of Chicago and the interests

Kleeman bill at Springfield—house bill 504 


came to a focus in Chicago yesterday. 

Trustee Wallace G. Clark in a speech which 
bristled with charges—some veiled, others 
sharp—told the City club that the Kleeman 
bill is thoroughly vicious and bad. By insin- 
uation Trustee Clark named the Common- 
wealth-Edison Electric Light company as 
one of the subtle forces in opposition to the 
Plans of the sanitary district to extend its 
business of disposing of electrical energy 
from the Lockport power plant. 

Samuel Insull, president of the Common- 
wealth-Edison company, had, not heard the 
Clark attack, but he made the first official 
Statement to THE TRIBUNE on behalf of the 
company, since the effort has been made to 
hook up the Common wealth interests with 
the Kleeman bill.

Lack of Patronage a Cause? 


“Then again the sani district is at- 
tempting to operate the district on a line of 
merit as to employment. and therefore many 
of the representatives who are not enjoying 
patronage with the district. That makes 
another force. 

It has been through the sanigary district 
municipal plant that the cost Of electrical 
energy in this city has been materially re- 
duced. When the city of Chicago built its 
first plant it was paying to outsiders $200 
per year per are light. After installing the 
first plant that price was reduced to $185, 
and at the time that the sanitary district 
started to distribute electrical energy to the 
vario municipalities the price paid by the 
city of Chicago was, $103 for overhead and 
$137.50 for underground. 

The price of the sanitary district for 
power is $13.50. There must be added to 
that the cost for an overhead charge such 
as the distribution of wires and the trim- 
ming of lights, etc., which amounts to about 
$22.50 per year. 


Board as Public’s Champion. 


Without attempting to compliment my- 
self as a member of the board I wish to say 
that had it not been for the fighting tenacity 
of our president, his integrity, and his being 
backed up by members of this board, there 
would never have been one kilowatt of elec- 
trical energy delivered in this city today. 

“The sanitary distritt would have still 
been like a tramp on the outskirts of Chicago, 
fighting and begging for the right to come 
in, in order that the citizens might enjoy that 
which their money had produced. Hed it 
not been for the integrity of the members of 
this board it would not have been found 
necessary by that opposition to have at- 
tempted to control-the Forty-fifth and Forty- 
sixth general assembjy or the city council 
of Chicago. 


Had this board been influenced by that’ 


evil influence, the opposition that has been 
brought against the district, not only such 
‘bills as this, but other measures, would not 
be in evidence today, because you must re- 
member that we are but a small board, five 
members controlling. 


Plot to Destroy Machinery? 


When we started the large wheels in the 
turbine chambers at Lockport, they operated 
successfully, like a Swiss movement in a 
watch, for months.

ministration of a public trust. We need your 
help in this matter.

that no passenger train of less than six cars 
shall be run with less than four men—engi- 
neer, fireman, sonductor, and flagman. 


. Provisions of Bill. 

It provides that on passenger trains of more 
than two care the fagman shall not be re- 
quired to perform the duties of baggagemas- 
ter or express messenger. With reference 
to the operation of freight trains the bill 
requires that a train of more than fifty 
cars shall havea crew consisting of engineer, 
fireman, conductor, two brakemen, and a 
flagman, and that a train of less than fifty 
cars shall have a crew of five men—engineer, 
fireman, conductor, brakeman, and flagman. 
It is required that flagmen shall have had 
at least one year's e in train serv- 
ice. 

The senate also passed Clark's bill, senate 
ll 160, prohibiting the sale of mixed, 
biended, or adulterated coal produced by the 
mixing or blending of anthracite with bi- 
tuminous or of coal of a certain quality with 
coal of another and different quality, or with 


a manner as would be calculated or liable to 
deceive a person as to the real quality of such 
coal.

Former Wisconsin Congressman and

Washington, D. C., April 27.—Hormer Rep- 
resentative Joseph W. Babceck of Wisconsin 
died at his home here this morning. aged 59 
veärs,. Although Mr. Babcock bad suffered 
from a complication of kidney and liver 
troubles the immediate cause of his death 
was uremic poisoning.

Determined to “ fight the whole state of 
Michigan if necessary, Mrs. Margaret Crafts 
yesterday secured an injunction at Kalama- 
z00, Mich,, restraining the authorities of the 
Michigan asylum at that place from turning 
over the body of her husband to a brother, 
William R. Crafts of Grass Lake, Mien.

‘cuts into the soft dirt and produces unsightly 
and almost impassable ruts, which used to 
be the despair of the ‘bicycle riders. On a 
fairly hardened dirt road an automobile will 
pass, even at high speed, with much less 
damage to the highway than the slowly 
moving, heavily laden farm wagon or even 
lighter vehicle drawn by horses, the shoes of 
the horses and the iron tires being so de- 
signed as to cut up the roads inevitably, 
while the soft pneumatic tires of the motor 
cars, in spite of their high transmission 
speed, do not really cut the road at all, al- 
though they do damage it in other ways. 

Most people know the theory of the mac- 
adam road and the various highways which 
have been built in different parts of the 
country on the same general principle. 
It is 4 curious fact that the automo- 
bile injures a m road, which is 
a high class high „ more than it 
does a cheap dirt road, while just the 
contrary is true of the farm wagons. 
The principle of the macadam road is that 
the surface of dressed stoné will gradually 
be ground down by the tires of the wagons 
‘and the iron shod hoofs of the horses, a pre- 

rolling and packing having given 
the necessary surface as a starter. 

The powder ground off from the surface 
stone sinks into the interstices and every 
time there is a good rain it is packed there in 
the form of a light cement, so that the sur- 
face ultimately becomes pliable and y ex- 
tremely durable if properly taken care of. 
It will be seen, therefore, that the macad- 
amized road was built for the iron tired 
wagon and the iron shod horse. 


Auto Draws Powder Away. 

When the automobile came along, although 
its direct pressure was not nearly so great on 
the small surface it seemed to fail altogether 
in helping on the packing and cementing 
process without which a macadamized road is 
practically yalueless. The motor car did not 
cut the surface rock at all. Moreover, it went 
at such a high spedd that the wheels sucked 
up the-dust from the surface and the inter- 
stices, drove it high in the air, and permitted 
it to be blown away from the highway en- 
tirely. The problemſtherefore has been to 
determine positively why the automobile cut 
up the macadamized roads more than the 
wagons, whereas the wagon assaulted the 
dirt roads more than the automobiles. 

It finally was discovered that if a macadam- 
ized road or even a dirt road which had a 
good top dressing was treated with some 
heavy oll like crude petrolum it lasted much 
better under the swift rolling wheels of the 
motor cars than the same road had done be- 
fore. Sprinkling with oll is impossible in 
many country districts for obvious reasons, 
and yet the tests made today, although the 
pictures have not been developed fully, all 
tend to show there is immense economy in 
the use of oils on first class roads which are 
much used by automobiles. 

The conduit road beyond Cabin John and 
the speedway along the Potomac are about 
as good examples of the two types of high 
Class highways as could be found anywhere, 
The tests were made, therefore, on both 


persons and machines, and, of course, under 
same climatic and atmospheric condittons. 


Results of High Speed. 
Tt has been demonstrated thus far that a 
big high powered machine on a first sre 
macadamized road not treated with oil does 


dut little harm while roMing along at à maxi- 


mum speed of ten or a dosen miles an hour. 
Beyond that rate results multiply. By the 
time the car is running a mile a minute 
there is but little left of the surface stone 
dust which would make cement with the 
next rain. It is swept up into the air in 
clouds and if there is any kind of a wind 
blowing it settles back, not on the road where 
it belongs but upon the fields and forests 
‘at its side. 

This ‘process of ee does not go on 
with anything Uke the same speed, where 
the road is oiled or similarly treated. Of 
course, it does not go on rapidly where the 
road is thoroughly sprinkled, but then the 
high speed is dangerous in itself on account 
of the skidding. 

There is still to be determined just how 
much the motor dar shaves down a road by a 
series of rapid curves which are made neceg- 
sary if the car is to be kept in the correct 
general direction. There are more of these 
curves in the case of a motor car than in 
the case of a horse propelled vehicle, so that 
while the wagon cuts a road into ruts the 
automobile has a tendency to wear off the 
crown and break it down along the es.

Ballinger Reverses His Order 
and Again Closes Water 
Power Sites. 


ROOSEVELT ORDER HOLDS 


President Deelares Monopolies 
Must Not Gain Control of 
National Resources. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., April 27.--[Special.)—, 


That President Taft will not tol 


monopolization of the national of 
the country was shown today by the signifi- 
cant action taken by Mr. Ballinger, secre- 
tary of the interior. An order was issued by 
the secretary today again withdrawing from 
public occupation and use 8,000,000 acres of 
land containing water power sites, situated 
in Utah, Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, and 
Oregon. 4 


This territory bad been reserved by order 


‘of President Roosevelt, but when Mr. Bal 


linger assumed the secretaryship he can- 
celed the action of the preceding administra- 
tion. In addition to reversing himself, Mr. 
‘Ballinger has directed the director of the 
geological survey and chief of the reclame- 
‘tion service to make a thorough survey of all 
the public lands in the United States, with 
a view of establishing the location of water 
power sites. 

As soon as their report is received a blanket 
order of withdrawal will be issued by the 
president. This order will be temporary only 
in character, as it is the purpose of the pres- 
ident to submit the matter to congress with 
recommendations as to how and upon what 
terms the power shall be leased to individuals 
or companies desiring to use it. 


Seeks Greatest Public Benefit. 

Finally, in a statement he issued in regard 
to the attitude of the administration with 
respect to the matter, Mr. Ballinger declared 
that he is : extremely solicitous to prevent 
these natural resources from passing under 
the control of monopolistic or tive in- 
terests, and to secure the developipent and 
utilization of such resources in such a man- 
ner as will result in the greatest benefit to 
the public.“ 

The importance of the action of the presi- 
dent hardly can be overestimated. In the 
first plade, the rate at which the coal, oll, 
and gas of the country have been used in in- 
‘dustrial enterprises means the exhaustion 
at a comparatively early date of these 
sources of power. Realizing this fact and 
also the advantages flowing from the use of 
water power, great combinations of capital 
have sought to obtain control of the sites. 
They have aten he to a large extent. 
Their plan of c ign has included the dis- 
patch of agents to the states for the purpose 
of making a thorough survey, and as soon as 
favorable reports are received to.secure pos- 
session of the necessary land. 

It was the belief of former President Roose- 
velt that a gigantic water power trust was in 
the process of formation, composed of the 
Standard Oil company, the General Electric 
company, the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing company, and other allied 
interests. There is now in use in the United 
States little more than 5,000,000 water power, 
as against 26,000,000 @erived from coal. 
the developed water power, Mr. Roosevelt 
estimated that one-third is controlled by the 
General Eleetric. 


Great Bulk Yet 8 
It is true, observed the president, that 


the great bulk of our potential water power 
is as yet undeveloped, but the sites which are

*the county board, visited the institution yes- 
terday and inspected it. 

We found conditions much better than in 
the ordinary places of that character,”’ Dr. 
Hirsch said. ‘ One thing that impressed 
was the absolute absence of the institut 
odor’ which usually exists. The cottages 
are in the best condition, aad the old build- 
ings are all that could be expected.“ 

Miss Lathrop, too, was favorably im- 
pressed. The report to Gov. Deneen, which 


will be forwarded to him this week, will be 


unanimous to accept the institution. 

The county must make provision before 
July 1, 1910, for taking care of the 400 con- 
sumptives and 1,500 poor who are cared for at 
the Dunning farm. :

Librarian, Ousted by Board, 
Says He Likely Will Take 
“Exam” to Hold Place. 


OPEN TO THE COUNTRY. 


Friends Say Experience and 
i Technical Knowledge Will 
4 Win for Ineumbent. 


The character of the examination for city 
Wbrarian, to be conducted by the civil serv- 
ice commission on April 30, may indicate a 
possible continuation of the present admin- 
istration. This fact was pointed out by 
friends of Librarian Frederick H. Hild yes- 
terday. Under rules observed by the civil 
service board in examining applicants for 
similar positions. general experience counts 
four points, technical knowledge five points, 
and composition one point. This same sched- 
ule of weights will be adopted when the 
task of choosing a librarian is begun. 

Librarian Hild said yesterday that he would 
probably take the examination, though not 
having positively determined to do so, and 
it is declared that in the way of experience 
— candidates will be able to compete with 

m. 

The examination, however, will be open to 
librarians all over the country, and it will be 
advertised extensively. 


Await End of Hild’s Term. 
Under the operation of the civil service 
commission nothing will be done in connec- 
tion with the examination until the library 
board has notified the commission of a va- 
cancy. This cannot be done until May 1. 
when Mr. Hild’s tenure of the position will 
have expired. The commission then will 
give the board power to appoint a tempo- 
rary librarian. It already has signified its 
intention to put in the place Car! B. Roden, 

now head of the catalogue department. 
The civil service commission subsequently 
will appoint an examining board that will 

amine all applicants for the position. 


“This examining board will be made up 


of three men and they will be experts and 
the best qualified to do just the work de- 
sired that can be found in the country,“ said 
Elton Lower of the commission during the 


éay. 

If it happens that no one presents him- 
self before the commission who is fitted to 
do the work no one will be appointed and 
further efforts will be made to advertise the 
position.” 


Winner to Be Given Trial. 

The candidate having the highest percent- 
age at the examination will be appointed li- 
brarian for sixty days on probation. During 
that period he may be removed by the com- 
mission without charges. Later his appoint- 
ment will be permanent. , 

Under the civil service rules a man mus 
show a certain amount of previous training in 
library matters before he will be allowed to 
appear for the examination. 

Mr. Hild said he had taken under advise- 
ment the question of the examination as a 
means to a continuation of his service. 

“I am going to French Lick within a day 
or two and will take a rest there,“ he said. 
“TI don’t know how long I shall stay, but 
eertainly until I am recuperated fully. 1 
will know better then just what is best for 
me to do.“ 

Hild May Get Pension. 

Mr. Hild said he had received no commun!i- 
cations from other libraries or offers of other 
positions. . 

The library pension fund is under the juris- 
diction of the library board and by its rules 
Mr. Hild, for long service, will be entitled 


SMITH MAKES FINAL STAND 


Former Judge, Facing Cell, Bat- 
tles Hard for His Liberty. 


APPEALS TO PARDON BOARD. 


Siete, 


Expected Request for Delay Until Fri- 
day Will Be Granted. 


Former Circuit Judge Abner Smith con- 
tinued to strain every resource yesterday to 
maintain his liberty while virtually standing 
committed to the penitentiary for conspiracy 
in the wrecking of the Bank of America. It 
was said at the Criminal court building that 
the former judge’s request that action be 
deferred pending the appeal to the pardon 


! board, which he expects to make on Friday, 


will be granted. 


In the afternoon the former judge called up 
Clerk Harris of the Criminal court and asked 
about records of his trial and conviction 
which he said he desired to present to the 
pardon board. Friends were dispatched to 
Springfield to make a last desperate plea to 
Gov. Deneen, it was rumored, and additional 
names of men of prominence were sought to 
put in the scale before the pardon board. 


Jailer Expects No Interference. 

Jailer Davies, whose duty it will be to take 
the former judge to the penitentiary in case 
of an adverse decision by the pardon board, 
said there was no reason to expect that any 
attempt would be made to interfere with the 
chance of Smith before the pardon board. 
Unless the state’s attorney were to declare 
Smith's bond forfeited, he said, it would be 
impossible for him to arrest the former judge 
unless he surrendered himself willingly. 


Reported Remark Causes Comment. 

Considerable curiosity was displayed in 
legal circles as to what the aged lawyer 
meant when, after his indictment, according 
to report, he said to a friend: 

I will fight to the last ditch, but never 
will I go to the penitentiary.” 

Some of those best acquainted with Smith 
said that if the pardon board refuses to par- 
don him, and if*he decides to enter upon his 
sentence, he will try to enter prison in the 
least conspicuous manner possible. It was 
said by those making comments that they 
would not be surprised in the event of a de- 


nial of pardon were Smith to go to the peni- 


tentiary himself and telephone to Chicago 
for an officer to bring the proper papers for 
commitment to the prison office.

polls. 

The fight will reach a climax at a meeting 
of the executive board this afternoon, and 
the question of opposing Judge Mack will be 
carried to the floor of the federation next 
Sunday. 

Mrs. Raymond Robins is at the head of the 
faction friendly to Judge Mack. She re- 
turned from Springfield last evening ex- 
pressly for the purpose of attending today’s 
board meeting and voice her protest against 
the action of placing Judge Mack on the fed- 
eration’s list of * injunction judges ’’ marked 
for defeat. 

Judge Mack’s name was placed on the 
„ blacklist "’ at a meeting of the board last 
Wednesday when Mrs. Robins was in Spring- 
field lobbying for the women’s eight hour bill. 
When she heard that the board had placed 
Judge Mack in the eategory with Judge 
George A. Carpenter and Judge Lockwood 
Honoré as enemies of labor the immedl- 
ately sent a protest to the federation officials. 


Offended by an Injunction. 

President John Fitzpatrick and Secretary 
Edward N. Nockels, however, insist that 
Judge Mack's name shall remain on the list 
because of his injunction against the tile lay- 
ers’ union and the associated building trades. 
There is no difference of opinion as to Judge 
Carpenter and Judge Honoré. 

Mrs. Robins’ opinion is that the action of 
the board was ‘unfortunate and unwise.” 
She regards Judge Mack as a friend of la- 
bor and he is president of the League for 
the Protection of Immigrants, of which Mrs. 
Robins is a trustee. 

At the meeting of the federation next Sun- 
day the fight against Judge Mack will be 
taken up by delegates from one of the build- 
ing trades unions now under the injunction. 
This is the first time that the Chicago fed-. 
eration has taken up a fight on behalf of 
Skinny Madden’s central organization. 


Teamsters Threaten to Strike. 

Brick, sand, and terra cotta teamsters 
threaten to strike unless they get an increase 
in wages. Pressed brick drivers demand a 
raise of $1.50 a week and the sand teamsters 
employed by the Knickerbocker Ice company 
ask for an increase of $1.90 a week. Ice wag- 
on drivers notified the employers that they 
“stand pat on their demand for a raise 
from $80 to $100 a month for drivers and $70 to 
$90 a month for helpers. 

At a meeting of a committee of structural 
iron workers and a committee of employers 
an agreement was reached by which the men 
will receive a raise from $4.80 to $5a day, be- 
ginning May 1. Whether the agreement is to 
run for one or two years will be decided to- 
day.

AN EMERGENCY PRESENTED. 

The meeting of the library board Mon- 
day night developed none of the expected 
dissensions, but rather confirmed Tus 
TRIBUNE’s confidence that its membere 
are acting advisedly and harmoniously 

THE TRIRUNE especially welcomes tho 
exceedingly well considered plan for the 
choice of an expert commission through 
the presidents respectively of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Northwestern uni- 
versity, and the librarian of congress. A 
commission thus selected will be beyond 
any question removed from political pres- 
sure or personal favor, and will repre- 
sent the best educational and library 
knowledge of today. It will, therefore, 
command the confidence of the public, and 
its authorization is a gratifying assur- 
ance of the board’s intention to prepare 
the way for reforms necessary to place 
our public library service in the frout 
rank. f 

Meanwhile, however, a serious difii- 
culty presents itself in the consideration 
of a successor for Mr. Hild. It is plain 
that he should be one of the best men in 
the country if the important constructive 
work we hope for is to be Well done. But 
by a curious defect,in the civil service 
law the position of librarian is included 
under its provisions, and unless the law 
is amended candidates must submit them- 
selves to an examination. 

Obviously this is an impossible situa- 
tion. No man of the caliber required for 
the librarian of the Chicago public is 
likely to enter into such a contest, and no 
ordinary examination would test the high- 
er qualifications which the office demands. 
There is as little reason for the appoint- 
ment under civil service of the librarian 
of our great library, destined, as we hope 
and believe it is, for a greater and far 
more dificult and important work in the 
community, as there ‘would be for in- 
cluding the superintendent of schools or 
the head of any other of the principal 
municipal officials under civil service. 

But mere protest is vain in this matter. 
What is needed is action, and quick action 
at that. An amendment to the civil serv- 
ice law should be framed at once, intro- 
duced in both houses of the legislature, 
for the sake of celerity, and backed by 
such citizen influence as will insure its 
passage at this session. ; 

This is an emergency, ang Tue Tr:n- 
UNE urges especially upon the more rep- 
resentative and influential associations of 
the city immediate attention and definite 
action. ; 

It is needless to say that no criticism 
is implied as to our present exceptionally 
able and zealous civil service commission. 
If remedial legislation is not obtained we 
are confident President Lower and his 
colleagues will do all in their power to 
obviate the difficulties standing in the way 
of a proper selection. 

But amendatory ‘legislation should be 
strenuously sought, nevertheless, as by far 
the safer course. 


THE SULTAN DEPOSED. 

The Young Turks have had the wisdom 
and courage to make a clean job of it by 
deposing Abdul Hamid. It was hard to 
believe that they would leave their work 
half done by permitting an unrelenting 
enemy to remain at the head of the state 
even as a figurehead. As sultan it might 
be out of his power to do much harm, 
but as khalif—as commander of the 
faithful—he would be able to work in- 
finite mischief through his influence over 
fanatical Moslems. So he had to go. 

The Koran is the law of Turkey. A sat- 
isfactory reason for the deposition of the 
sultan had te be found in it by its au- 
thorized interpreters. The Sheik ul Islam, 
the head of the church, who is as much 
a lawyer as he is a religious functionary, 
was able, therefore, to find one. It ‘s 
not impossible that he was aided in find- 
ing it by the fact that the military power 
wished him to do so. His action was im- 
mediately confirmed by the parliament, 
which voted whatever the reactionaries 
told it to two weeks ago, but which now 
takes its orders from the Young Turks. 

It is te be hoped that Abdul Hamid, 
having been got rid of in a strictly legal 
way, the Mohammedans of Asia Minor 
will accept the new sultan and khalif, Me- 
hemmed Reshed, without demur. If they 
shall do so it will be possible for the 
Young Turks to put an end to the slaugh- 
tering of Christians, instigated by the 
late sultan. But if the Turkish soldiars 
in Asia Minor should refuse to accept the 
‘situation there would be trouble for the 
Your: Turks. They would have a civil 
war on their hands. | 

The law of succession in Turkey is that 
where there is an uncle or cousin of 
greater age a son shall not succeed. 
Thanks to that law, Abdul Hamid’s 
brother becomes his successor. He is 64 
years old. He has been shut out from 
the world for years by a jealous brother. 
During that time be has had to practice 
self-effacement and caution. He may 
make as good a puppet sultan as the 
Young Turks can desire. What they néed 
is some one who will not interfere while 
they are carrying out their plans for tie 
regeneratién of the empire. Even it he 
shall prove a disappointment to them the 
civilized world will rejoice that he fills 
the place held too long by the author ot 
Bulgarian atrocities and Armenian mas- 
sacres.

THE BOND BILLS. 
The so-called bond bills—which do not 
contain the word bond —will be voted 
on in the house this week. The first of 
these amends two sections of the revepef> 
law by making the one-third instead of 
the one-fifth value of taxable property 
the assessed value for all purposes of 
taxation and limitation of taxation and 
indebtedness, The object of the change 
is to enable cities which wish to do so ‘o 
increase their bonded indebtedness. At

FOR BETTER EMPLOYMENT CONDI- 
TIONS. 

Two bills which are corrective of pree- 
ent deplorable conditions in the employ- 
ment agency field are now pending in the 
legislature and should be amogg those 
which win' through to enactment in spite 
of the congestion now prevailing. 

These are house bill 449, introduced by 
Representative Hull and supported by 
the League for the Protection of Immi- 
grants, and senate bill 364, introduced by 
Senator Jones at the instance of the state 
bureau of labor and the Chicago Employ- 
ment Agency association. 

The former provides for the consolida- 
tion of the existing free state employ- 
ment offices, of which there are three in 
Chicago. It is a practical measure to ac- 
complish unification, codéperation, proper 
specialization, and general improvement 
as to economy of expenditure and effort 
and as to practical effectiveness. 

The defects of the present organization 
have been thoroughly established and the 
evils arising in tbis,field are well known 
to those who come in contact with em- 
ployment conditions. As the League for 
the Protection of Immigrants points out, 
there exists always an army of men and 
women who do so-called casual or sea- 
sonal work. There are regular periods 
of maximum and minimum employment, 
rush seasons and dull seasons, and it is 
a serious social and industrial problem 
so to organize the casual workers that 
they be placed when and where they are 
needed. 

As conditions now are, there is far too 
much exploitation and far too little ef- 
fective mobilization of this fluctuating in- 
dustrial force, and it is highly desirable 
that the means both of protection and of 
assistance be developed under wise pub- 
lic regulation. 

The bureau of labor bill will do much 
to protect the labor seeker, and, together 
with the consolidation bill, should be 
placed in the statutes. We trust the leg- 
islators will recognize the need for this 
useful legislation and select it from the 
mass of material, good, bad, and indif- 
ferent, now before them. 


IN A MINOR KEY,

HILE here in the United States the 
authorities, state and municipal, 
are endeavoring to suppress spar- 
ring matches and boxing exhibi- 
tions, raiding them with pdlice, as 

contrary to law, and carting off not only 
principals but even spectators to the station 
house in patro] wagons, in England we find 


the prince of Wales, the most steady going 


of sclons of royalty, attending exhibitions of 
this kind with his two eldest boys and even 
with his wife. Indeed, the princess of Wales 
showed almost as much interest as her hus- 
band in the half a dozen hotly contested 
bouts between infantrymen and troopers of 
the brigade of Guards at a boxing entertain- 
ment recently organized by the regiments of 
the Irish Guards and of the Life Guards in 
the riding school of the latter corps at Wind- 
sor. 

The prince of Wales always has been fond 
of boking, and in spite of his frail appear- 
ance excels in the manly art of self-defense— 
an art calling for muscle and grit in an ex- 
ceptlonal degree. He acquired his knowledge 
of the mitts while at sea, his first instructor 
being a well known lightweight of those days 
named Harry Feltham, who served for a 
time with him as a sallor on board the 
Bacchante. The prince remains to this day 
exceedingly quick with his fists, and enjoys 
nothing so much as a bout with the gloves, 
sparring with his equerry, Sir Charles Cust, 
and the Hon. Derek Keppel, both of whom 
have been with him since his boyhood. 

Other royal personages adept as boxers 
include Queen Alexandra's youngest brother, 
Prince Waldemar of Denmark, ranking ad- 
mira] of the Danish navy, and Prince George 
of Greece. The late emperor of Russia was 
also fond of boxing, indulged in many a bout 
with his brother-in-law, Prince Waldemar, 


on the occasion of his annual visits to Co- 


penhagen, and is said to have bequeathed his 
tastes in this respect to his sons, the present 
czar and his younger brother, Grand Duke 
Michael Alexandrovitch. 
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Lord Aberdeen, viceroy of Ireland, has a 
new private secretary at Dublin castle in the 
person of William Glynne Charles Gladstone, 
grandson of that great Liberal statesman of 
the Victorian era, who was popularly known 
on both sides of the Atlantic as the Grand 
Old Man.“ This news may be regarded as 
indicating that the young master of Hawar- 
den castle intends to follow in the footsteps 
of his celebrated grandfather and to devote 
himself to a political career. There is hardly 
a statesman of note in Great Britain, no 
matter what his wealth and his birth, who 
has not commenced his politica! career as the 
private secretary of some public man, usu- 
ally unpaid, and by way of apprenticeship. 
It is the best way of learning the ropes, and 
thus it is that one frequently finds young 
peers of the realm officiating as private sec- 
retary to members of the administration 
who may be of the most humble extraction 
and lowly parentage. Sometimes these rela- 
tions of private secretary and employer un- 
dergo startling changes, and Sir Edward 
Grey, now secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, started life as private secretary to 
Lord Cromer at Cairo, but before Lord Cro- 
mer’s retirement became his chief as foreign 
minister. 

Of course young Gladstone is welcome in 
Dublin, where the Irish people do not forget 
how his grandfather devoted the closing 
years of his existence to the cause of home 
rule, though it entgiled the sacrifice of life- 
long friendships and associations as well as 
of much popularity outside Ireland. Young 
Gladstone is now 24, and while at New col- 
lege, Oxford, won distinction as one of the 
best speakers of the famous Oxford Union, 
which for generations has been the principal 
debating society of the university, and the 
school where some of the most celebrated 
of British orators and statesmen have ac- 
quired their knowledge of public speaking. 
Although William G. Gladstone is the master 
of Hawarden castle, which has been the 
bourne of so many an American pilgrimage, 
he is not in any sense of the word the chief 
of the Gladstone family. That is a dignity 
which belongs to the Grand Old Man's 
nephew, Sir John Gladstone, a retired officer 
of the Guards, a typical Tory baronet, the 
owner of the great Fasque estates and castle 
in Scotland, as well as of the famous Fetter- 
cairn distilleries.

Duke Arenberg's candidature on the Center 
or Catholic party ticket for election to the 
reichstag at Berlin as member for Luding- 
hausen places this leader of the Belgian aris- 
tocracy, and owner of the grandest palace 
in Brussels, under the obligation of renounc- 
ing his allegiance to King Leopold and of 
abandoning his Belgian citizenship. Like 
many other chiefs of the mediatized families 
of Europe who formerly exercised petty sov- 
ereignty, he is entitled by right of inheritance 
to seats in the house of lords, not of one but 
of several of the states of the German em- 
pire, and thus far no objection has been 
raised to his taking part in their delibera- 
tions. Some of these great nobles, like, for 
instance, Emperor William's intimate friend 
and crony, Prince Maximilian Fuerstenberg, 
is not only a member of the house of lords 
of the kingdom of Prussia and of the grand 
duchy of Baden but also of the Austrian em- 
pire, and sits sometimes in the herrenhaus 
at Berlin and sometimes in the upper cham- 
ver at Vienna. The Hohenlohes and several 
other Aystro-German families are in a sim- 
ilar position. But then Germany and Aus- 
tria are so closely allied to one another that 
no exception thus far has been taken thereto. 
Moreover, the importance of these various 
houses of lords from a legislative point of 
view is greatly inferior to that, for instance, 
of Great Britain at Westminster. 

The matter is altogether different, however, 
with regard to the candidature of the duke 
of Arenberg for the reichstag. The imperial 
parliament at Berlin plays so weighty a role 
in the affairs of Germany that popular sen- 
timent throughout the empire is strenuously 
opposed to any foreign citizen. owing his 
allegiance to a foreign sovereign, such as 
King Leopold, occupying a seat in its coun- 
cils. There are a number of points in which 
the interests of Germany are at variance 
with those of Belgium, especially in Africa, 
and Germans do not, under the circum- 
stances, relish the notion of the duke of Aren- 
berg, as a Belgian, learning through his par- 
ticipation in secret sessions of the reichstag 
or as a member of some of its colonial com- 
mittees of matters which it Is to the interest 
of Germany should remain unknown to Be!l- 
gium. 

— 


The duke of Arenberg contends that, being 
already, by right of inheritance, a member 
of the Prussian house of lords, his German 
nationality cannot be called into question, 
and that, therefore, he is fully qualified to 
sit in the reichstag. But this will not be al- 
lowed. He cannot be a citizen of Germany 
and of Belgium, a subject of Emperor Will- 
lam, and of King Leopold, and be equally 
loyal to both. Im fact, the controversy which 
has arisen on the subject has brought up the 
whole question of nationality in connection 
with legislative representation and is likely 


to lead to the restriction of nobles owning 
seats in the house of lords of several coun- 


tries to one of these gilded chambers, and to 
the establishment of the same rule that pre- 
vails in the matter of English peerages. 
There is nothing to prevent an alien inher- 
iting a British peerage. But before he is 
permitted either to take his seat in the house 
of lords or, if a member of the Scotch or 
Irish peerages, to vote in the election of their 
representatives at Westminster, he is obliged 
to renounce his foreign citizenship, to secure 
naturalization, and to become a subject of the 
English crown to the exclusion of all other 
allegiance. The American born Lord Fair- 
fax, who is now on a visit to this, his native 
land, was compelled to surrender his citizen- 
ship of the United States and to become a 
British subject in order to take part at the 
Edinburgh palace of Holyrood in the elec- 
tion of representatives of the Scotch peerage 
in the house of lords. It is only by the in- 
troduction of a similar rule that controversies 
such as those which have been called forth 


by the duke of Arenberg’s candidature for 


the reichstag can be averted.

|| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


In the middle ages and the early centuries 
of the modern era India was the country that 
inspired dreams, not only idle dreams of 
countless riches but dreams which bore fruit 
in exploration and discovery, that gave 
America to Europe, that found out the road 
around the world, that laid the foundations 
for a new geography. India was perhaps the 
most universal dream of any that has ever 
come to man; it certainly has been productive 
of more, both of good and of ill. But att 
same time that Ind‘a was filling the minds o 
men in western Europe there lived within her 
borders a king whom Flora Annie Stee! calls 

A PRINCE OF DREAMERS” (Double- 
day, Page & Co.), and about whom she writes 
a historical novel. 

Akbar, like others of that age, had his 
dreams; he was a man far in advance of his 
times; he had visions of establishing a king- 
dom that should reach out into the west; his 
sons and descendants should prolong his 
dreams and carry to fruition his ideas; the 
west should be united through healthy inter- 
course with the east. It was perfectly in 
accord with this dream that he should re- 
ceive the emissaries of Queen Elizabeth so 
cordially, though his counselors advised 
against it. They professed to come as mere 
traders, hoping to win a legitimate profit 
from the intercourse of the two countries; 
they in reality obtained for England her first 
foothold in India, which she took care never 
to relinquish. 

In the story before us we see the king fight- 
ing for his dreams which could never see 
realization because of the weaknesses of 
human nature; we see the men who sur- 
rounded him, their strifes and their pastimes, 
and we see the sons in whom the king hoped 
his glory would be perpetuated, all of them 
weaklings, the beginning of the fall of . 
powerful dynasty. All of the characters are 
historical, the author informs us, with the 
exception of the women, one of them an in- 
teresting figure, for with women Indian his- 
tory or story has nothing to do, and with the 
exception of the villain of the story. The 
woman ig the truest character, judged by her 
own ideals, for she played for a man's pési- 
tion, accepted the penalty that she be treated 
like @ man, and despite the call of her own 
heart and the call of the man she served, who 
too late saw her possibilities, she held to her 
resolution and died rather than give up her 
ideal or the task which she had called upon 
herself to perform. 

The story is a little difficult of compre- 
hension. We get a multitude of details, but 
from these it ie hard to build up a duly cen- 
tralized and subordinated picture. With 
what must have been almost infinite patience 
we are given glimpses of what the author 
believes was the court and city life of the 
time, and much of the poetry of the period 
finds a place here, and the people in their 
frailties bear a relation to us of today. But 
the pulse of life there beats but slowly; the 
glamour of India has fied; perhaps it can be 
wooed back into the realms of fiction, and 
perhaps some other will try his hand at this 
task, which should be the easier for Mrs. 
Steel’s work.

Charles Belmont Davis, the writer of many 
short tales, has collected a number of them 
in covers, and called them THE LODGER 
OVERHEAD AND OTHERS.” Nothing 


could be more contemporary than these tales. 


They might relate the experiences of the man 
vou have just dined with, or the woman who 
nas set you down at your door from her 
smart ‘‘electric.’" They are extremely well 
told tales. They seem to flick the imagination 
and they never insist on telling you some- 
thing you do not need to be told, or hint at 
consequences which you are able to reckon 
out for yourself in a second of intuitive men- 
tal mathematics. 

Mr. Davis has a trick of making his readers 
get the wholesome point of view, even in the 
most complex tales, and in the midst of sur- 
réundings, which, at a cursory glance, might 
not be considered completely sanitary, so- 
cially speaking. The secret of that lies, it is 
plain, in his genuinely sympathetic outlook. 
He writes as a real human being. and not as a 
super-being. He does not remove himself 
from his story, but has a way of staying init, 
and he is never too good to care for the ups 
and downs of the characters he has brought 
into the fictional world—a world of singular 
vicissitudes. 

Moreover, his stories come into existence 
because of an embod ( idea, and not because 
of an ingenious plot, or a desire to air powers 
of characterization. Itis these ideas, human, 
warm, vital, and personal, to be found at the 
core of each of Mr. Davis’ tales that cause 
them to remain in the memory as excellent 
models of what can be done by a conscien- 
tious artist with the short story. (Scribners.)

See “Laay Frederick” at Powers’ and 
leave the theater smiling. It is one of those 
exquisitely finished comedies of society which 
come to us occasionally out of England, and 
which in performance slip by so smoothly 
and delightfully that the two hours spent in 
enjoyment of {ft seem but a few moments. 
The playgoer would be hardened to the point 
of petrification who did not find himself in- 
terested and pleased during the contempla- 
tioh of such a neatly fashioned, brilliant, 
sparkling comedy as is this latest heard prod- 
uct of England's most popular playwright of 
the present time. 

The people, watched while they play their 
little game of wit hiding heart, are possibly 
too entertaining, too skilled in repartee and 
too attractive to be wholly true to actual 
life.

Head of Morrison Posting Company 
Swears Out Warrants for Officials of 
Two Other Concerns.

W. J. Davis Jr., president of the Morrison 
Posting company, swore out warrants yes- 
terday for the arrest of Burnett Robbins, 
general manager of the American Posting 
Service; Barney Link, an official of the same 
company; and Charles Bernard, secretary 
of the Associated Billposters and Distribu- 
ters. 

He appeared before Municipal Judge Blake 
in the Harrison street court and accused the 
officials named of having ordered billposters 
and small companies in small towns and sub- 
urbs to withdraw their contracts with the 
Morrison company on penalty of being placed 
on an unfair list. The complaint also charges 
that the American Posting Service has will- 
fully, maliciously, and wrongfully torn down 
signs and posters of the complaining com- 
pany.”

The Associated Billposters and Distrib- 
uters have offices throughout the United 


States and Canada, the main office being in 


Chicago,“ said M. L. Davies, attorney for the 
Morrison company. The American Post- 
ing Service is a member of this association. 
Mr. Bernard recently sent out a circular 
aimed at the Morrison service. Both asso- 
cjlations have conspired to injure our com- 
pany.“

The complicated condition of the Misséuri 
local passenger fare situation, which arose 
from the decision of Federal Judge McPher- 
son declaring the 2 cent fare law illegal, and 
the injunction issued by @ state court pro- 
hibiting the roads charging a 3 cent 
fare, has created a difference of opinion 
among the carriers. The executive officials 
of the eighteen roads doing business in Mis- 
sour! met in the rooms of the Western Pas- 
senger association yesterday to consider the 
rates and adjourned until after May 5 with- 
out coming to any understanding, after 
squabbling all day. 

The Rock Island and the Burlington, which 
gave notice that they would make a 2% cent 
a mile rate effective on May 1, are standing 
their ground, and the Alton and Frisco will 
adopt the same rate. 

Other roads, including the Santa Fé, are 
holding out for the old 8 cent rate, while still 
others want to continue the present 2 cent 
rate until the legal tangle is unraveled. 


Whether the injunction of the State court 


against the 3 cent rates interferes with the 
decision of the federal court will be decided 
on May 5, at the hearing to detérmine 
whether the injunction shall be made per- 
manent. ‘

STEEL ISSUES SUSTAINED. 


Further Reports of Railways Show In- 
creased Earnings.

NEW YORK, April 27.—[Special. I— Finding 
relatively little response to the moderate re- 
covery in prices at the opening’ of the mar- 
ket today, traders who on Monday had 
sought to bring about a lower level of prices 
renewed operations in that direction. 
and in most cases Initial gains were wiped 
out by subsequent reactions attributable to 
these professional operations. 

This early movement, however, as well as 
later fluctuations of the market, was within 
narrow limits, and when after further irregu- 
larity the market closed for the day there 
were few of the active issues which showed 
larger than fractional changes. A fair num- 
ber of these in the final count showed ad- 
vances, but the stocks which ended with net 
losses were still more numerous, and the 
general result of the day's trading indicated 
some further slight success on the part of 
traders who had been sounding the market 
with the thought that sufficient pressure 
could be brought to bear against prices to 
make it worth while to work for a general 


recession. 
Steel Issues Show Gains. 


No great interest attached to any of today's 
movements in individual stocks, although the 


fractional gain in both issues of United“ 


States Steel, taken in conjunction with the 
publication after the close of the market of 
the company’s report for the first quarter of 
the year, was the most tangible of the day's 
developments begring on the stock market. 
For the three months ended March 81 the 
stee! corporation reported net earnings of 
$22,921,268, which was sufficiently in excess 
of the preliminary estimates of the probable 
showing for this quarter to have justified the 
anticipations on Monday that the statement 
would be more satisfactory than seemed 
likely a short time ago. True, the statement 
showed a loss of $3,304,217 compared with the 
last quarter of 1908, but in this conection it 
must be recalled that the modified price 
policy of the steel corporation was not made 
effective until about the middle of the first 
quarter of this gear. 

Compared with the corresponding three 
months of 1908 the period covered by today's 
report showed a gain of $4,602,253. The fig- 
ures of unfilled tonnage on the books at 
the close of the quarter showed that the 


» volume of business was practically unaltered 


compared with the end of the previous quar- 
ter. There was a decrease in this tonnage, 
but it amounted to only 60,982 tons, leaving 
on the books unfilled orders of 3,542,595 tons. 
This was about 220,000 tons less than the 
unfilled business at the close of the first quar- 
ter of 1908. 


Statement of Earnings. 

One of the noteworthy features of the 
dtatement was the fact that each month 
ahowed a slight increase over the previous 
month in amount of net earnings. From 
$7,262,605 in January the net earnings in- 
creased in March to $7,989,327. This shows 
a slow progress, it is true, but the fact that 
the improvement in progress wes cumula- 
tive throughout the quarter holds a promise 
of continued betterment in steel trade earn- 
ings.

CHICAGO PLAN IS FOLLOWED 


Franchise Said to Be Favored; Stable 
Car Co. Has Good Year. 


It is understood to be probable that the 
Kansas City Railway and Light company 
will be able to conclude satisfactory nego- 
tiations with the Kansa* City council look- 
ing toward an extension of the company’s 
street railroad franchise. The plan is mod- 
eled after that which obtains in Chicago in 
the case of the surface lines. 

It is proposed that a fixed investment value 
be agreed upon, and thereafter the Chicago 
plan be followed. This has led to strength 
in the local market for the company’s se- 
curities. The preferred is considered to be 
good for par under such a fixed arrangement. 
It pays 5 per cent and such a return is con- 
sidered extremely reasonable. The Chicago 
City rallway is paying 9 per cent. 

Commonwealth-Edison shares sold yeater- 
day at 114% This is ex-dividend. With the 
dividend on ghe price would be equivalent to 
115%, the high record. 

United Boxboard sold at 144%. The market 
has grown steady for the shares.

“The final payment of 25,000 of an orig- 
inal issue of $1,000,000 first mortgage bonds 
having been made in February, 1908, the 
only indebtedness the company now has is 
covered by the car trust notes, given in pay- 
ment of the Hicks and Canda cars procured 
from the Consolidated Cattle Car company in 
the year 1902. 

“Your directors are working on the re- 
funding of these securities which they be- 
lieve will be successfully consummated in the 
near future. In the meantime, the company 
is relieved of an annual payment of $50,000 
afid you will note a saving of interest charges 
on account of both bonds and car lease notes 
over the previous year of 57,800.“

Would Regulate Interest Rates. 

The New Jersey State Bankers’ association 
has undertaken to limit the rate of interest 
to be paid on time deposits. It has adopted 
a resolution placing the matter of interest 
limit in the hands of the executive commit- 
tee. Members of the organization say that 
competition between banks for deposits is 
becoming so keen as to cause financial insti- 
tutions to cross the line of safety in order to 
make up the sum needed to pay interest on 
their deposits at the percentage adopted to 
secure business. 

The attitude of the New Jersey bankers is 
likely to prove disappointing. It has been 
found, for instance, in the case of Chicago 
banks, alone, that the matter of interest pay- 
ments could not be entirely regulated. While 
there is a general understanding that 2 per 
cent be paid on bank and on certain com- 
mercial balances, it is also true that import- 
ant customers with large balances are able 
to secure more than 2 per cent. Why the New 
Jersey bankers expect to control the insti- 
tutions of the entire state has not been ex- 
plained. 


Beet Sugar Stock Speculation. 


There has been considerable activity in 
American Beet Sugar stock, the price ad- 
vancing. Chicago traders have in a number 
of instances been purchasers of the shares. 
Whatever may be the occasion for the ad- 
vance it does not appear that any distribution 
is to be made on the common stock, if a 
statement issued by President Duval may be 
regarded as conclusive. 

He says: The American Beet Sugar com- 
pany has accumulated to date as the result 
of its ten or more campaigns about $2,400,000, 
of which about $850,000 is cash and the bal- 
ance is represented by sugar, stock in pro- 
cess, materials and supplies, etc. This, with 
the addition of about $800,000, the proceeds of 
its treasury stock recently sold, makes an 
available asset of $3,200,000. 

The company has outstanding $3,000,000 
certificates of indebtedness, which bear 6 per 
cent, and are due March 1, 1910. These cer- 
tificates will be paid and canceled on June 1, 
1900. For this purpose the company will use 
$1,500,000 of its present available assets, and 
it will borrow and carry as a floating obliga- 
tion the other $1,500,000 required to provide 
the $3,000,000 necessary. 

“The board of directorrs has authorized 
various betterments to its factory and lands 
which are estimated to cost $350,000, of which 
$190,000 will be spent before the beginning of 
the campaign of 1909-'10, which it is expected 
will begin about July 16 in Californfa.”’

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 


One of the biggest surprises of the day was the 
lightness of the leftover supply. of hogs, which was 
officially placed at 5,839 head. Nearly all of the 
traders had looked for an accumulation of at least 
10,000 head, while there were estimates as high 
as 15,000 head. It was evident that the packers 
did not own up to as many hogs as they had pur- 
chased, for the arrivals, at 50,561, were fully up 
to expectations, and the shippers’ purchases. at 
15,382 hogs, accounted for a shrinkage of little 
more than 2,000 head in the estimated leftover 
supply. 

‘* Clipped lambs will be selling at around $8.00 
by the middle of next week. said Ed Johns, 
sheep salesman for the National Live Stock Com- 
mission company. 

Bill“ Monay, buyer for Morris & Co., paid 
$7.40, the year’s highest price. for a double deck 
load of prime shorn lambs weighing an average 
of 77 Ibs. This same buyer refused to pay 7 18 
for choice clippers weighing 90 Ibs, indicating the 
extent of the discount which has to be made on 
heavy lambs. 

Three principal roads reported only 495 cars of 
live stock in sight for Wednesday's trade. 

Monday’s heavy receipts of cattle were more 
closely absorbed than the trade had believed, but 
beef buyers are not expected to need voluminous 
supplies on later days this week. 

Bologna bulls met with a brisk inquiry. and 
sellers secured a 10c advance for desirable lots. 

Dairy cows were discriminated against and sold 
at a sharp discount. 


ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Heavy buying of ribs by shippers and packers 
was again the sustaining factor in provisions and 
gave the market a decidedly strong tone. Lighter 
hog receipts here, with a little improvement in 
prices at the yards with the strong jurn in cereals, 
also were bull helps. Coupled th these influ- 
ences was a good investment demand from com- 
mission houses for pork and lard. Final prices 
were 15@22%c up on pork, 10@12c higher for lard, 
and 15@li%c up on ribs.
